Dick McKissack 
of Dallas, a cosponsor of the bill.

Mutscher in an effort to gain his support 
for a redistricting resolution in exchange 
for their votes for liquor by the drink. 


The resolution, by Reps. Tom Bass of 


Houston and Dick Reed of Dallas, would 
put the House on record in favor of 
single-member House Distric 
thing Mutscher has staunchly opposed.

prepared seed bed if the garden is 
not mulched.

Use Cherry 
Belle, Black Spanish or Scarlet 
Globe. Southern peas and 
summer squash planted now will 
be ready for the table in June.

The 
best varieties include Blackeye 
No. 5, Brown Crowder, Purbundy 
(Purple Hull), or Champion 
(cream). Plant the squash seed 
one to two inches deep using one 
ounce of seed. Pinto Beans, Lima 
Beans, Butter Beans, and Snap 
Beans may all be planted now 
and will be ready to serve in June 
and July. Plant all the bean ssed 
in one to one and a half inches of 
soil using one-half pound of seed 
per 100 feet of row space. There 
are several adapted species for 
each different kind of bean that 
may be planted now. The dif- 
ferent species are listed in our 
Vegetable Garden Guide and 
may be secured by calling the 
County Agent's Office.

Not in 
front lawn or beneath basic tree 
or shrub plantings. 


Beds should contain fertile, 


well drained soil. If it is poorly 
drained, consider using redwood 
or brick edging to raise the bed 
level above the surrounding area. 


Tight clay soils can be im- 


proved by adding 2 or 3 inches of 
sharp builders sand over the bed 
plus the same amount of 
sphagnum moss or other suitable 
organic matter. Spade this to a 
depth of 8 to 10 inches. 


Broadcast a 12-12-12. fertilizer 


or its equivalent over the bed at a 
rate of 2 to 3 pounds per 100 
square feet and work it into the 
upper 6 inches of soil. 


Place the plants in the beds in 


an irregular pattern or in a 
design. The design should first be 
worked out on paper. The taller 
plants should be at the rear of the 
bed and on the ends with the 
shortest ones in front. If the bed is 
viewed from all sides, the tall 
plants should be placed in mid- 
dle. 


Provide adequate moisture 


after the plants are set for con- 
tinued growth but avoid over- 
watering. The soil 'should not 
remain saturated with water. 


Fertilize the plants every 3 to 4 


weeks ;at the rate of 1% to 2 
pounds per 100 square feet. 


Finally, for the beautiful 


flowers desired, insects and 
diseases must be controlled.

William Lewis Moody Sr. 


married Miss Elizabeth Bradley 
for whom the home was first 
built. A Civil War hero, he 


organized the first company of 
Freestone County soldiers, in 
August and September of 1861, 
who saw action in the war. 
Wounded in 1863, he returned to 
Austin in 1864 and was assigned 
to post duty until the war ended. 


In 1866 he moved to Galveston, 


where he became a leader in 
financial, business, philanthropic 
and civic affairs. His son, the late 
W. L. Moody Jr., was born at 
Moody-Bradley House here in 
1865. 


When Moody Sr. moved his 


family to Galveston, he sold the 
home to his father-in-taw, F. M. 
Bradley, a wealthy and in- 
fluential man in Freestone 
County. Both families played 
important 
roles 
in 
the 


organization and development of 
Freestone County. 


Mrs. Mary Moody Northern, 


daughter of W. L. Moody Jr., has 
given generously through the 
Moody Foundation to aid in the 
restoration of the home. She was 
here for the dedication of the 
historical marker in 1963. 


Records show that the home 


was first sold outside the Bradley 
family to L. C. Kirgan in 1918. He 
sold it to Jim Swinburn, who later 
sold it to L. L. Coleman. The 
History Club purchased the 
property from Coleman. 


The house is open to visitors 


each Sunday afternoon and many 
out of county and out of state 
visitors have taken advantage of 
the opportunity to see the 
restored home which still has the 
original floors, high ceilings, 
large doors and furnishings as 
nearly like the first as possible.

Blind newsstand operator Elmer 


Pryor was the victim Sunday morning of 
a robbery by assult by a suspected 18- 
year-old youth who was caught, 
following a two-block chase, by an off- 
duty police officer and two painters 
working in the building across from the 
post office where the attack occurred. 


rDodged in county jail with bond denied 
was James Dwayne McHenry, 18, 1802 
E. 9th Ave., who Police Detective Ted 
Warren "said had been given a five-year 
probated sentence in another crime just 
last week. McHenry was charged by

"I was sitting with my back to the 


opening (north end of his stand) when he 
grabbed me with the left hand choking 
me and told me 'open that cash register 
or I'll kill you'." Pryor said. He stuck 
something into my right shoulder, I 
didn't know then it was a gun (later 
determined to be a realistic appearing 
toy modeled after a" .32 automatic), and I 
jumped up trying to move toward the 
other (south end) end and get away." 


Pryor said as they struggled behind 


the counter, he told the robber if he 
would free him (Pryor) he would open

the cash register, but instead, he turned 
the key locking the register and began 
struggling anew with the bandit, 
grabbing and twisting the plastic gun, 
still not aware it was a toy, out of the 
vrobber's hand and tossing it to the floor. 


Pryor was struck several times in the 


face as he fought back, striving to elude 
the robber and get out from behind the 
newsstand and into the open post office 
lobby where he could seek aid. 


"We fell down on the floor and 


wrestled around until he decided to go 
back and try to get in the cash register. I 
shouted for help just as a woman (Mrs. 
Victor Lane of Angus) came into the 
lobby for mail," Pryor said. 


"The robber ran over her getting out 


the door and I continued toward the door 
calling for help," said Pryor who had 
never before been robbed in 35 years he 
has operated the concession stand. He's 


, been the victim numerous times of petty 


shoplifting, however. 


Plenty of help was in the offing. Police 


Sgt. Melvin Byrd was sitting in his 
pickup in front of the post office when the 
assailant ran out. Pryor's and Mrs. 
Lane's cries for help were heard also by 
two painters working across the street: 
Henry Nichols, 820 Cedarcrest Lane, and 
Billy Platt, Rte. 4, (working in the 
building soon to be occupied by Hand's 
Furniture), and the three men took out 
in pursuit of McHenry as he ran east on 
6th Ave., overtaking him and wrestling 
him to the ground in the alleyway behind 
George's Grill. 


Meanwhile, Deputy Sheriff Theodore 


Hall was driving by the post office, and 
he was told by several men. Hall alerted 
all local law enforcement units on his 
car's police radio, then drove in the 
direction of the foot chase to assist in the 
apprehension. 


Police Detective Ted Warren and 


Police Capt. David Garrett and Officer 
G. W. Pritchett also responded to Deputy 
Hall's radioed report of the robbery. 


While the apprehension was taking 


place, several Corsicana residents 
arrived as is their custom to check their 
post office boxes on Sunday or to make 
purchases from Pryor and learned what' 
had happened. One of these went to a 
church and brought Dr. Charles Brown 
back to treat Pryor's injuries which 
included a cut over his left eye. 


It was not necessary for Pryor to be 


taken to the hospital as his injuries were 
superficial. 


"I'm plenty sore today," Pryor said 


Monday, adding wryly, "I don't usually 
wrestle around on the floor like that and 
get that much exerecise." 


He was at his stand Monday, taking 


care of his.many. customers, as usual, 
and responding to all the many inquiries 
directed his way by concerned Cor- 
sicanans.

Manpower is a vital factor in the ac- 


complishment of state water pollution 
control objectives, State Rep. Jack 
Hawkins of Groesbeck told the opening 
session Monday of a 16-week Texas 
Water Quality Board conducted school to 
train uncertified personnel and upgrade 
training of certified water treatment and 
disposal plant personnel in waste water 
management. 


Corsicana is hosting the school, one of 


five currently in progress around the 
state which the Water Quality Board is 
conducting with a federal grant. The 
B'oard has contracted with the 
engineering extension service of Texas 
A&M University to provide instruction 
for the course. Other schools are in 
progress at Texarkana, Sherman, 
Lubbock and one opening Monday in 
Houston. 


Here to open the school from the Texas 


Water Quality Board's manpower 
training division were Sam Slaughter 
and Ray Dennis, both of Austin, and 
Charles Wall, program director of the 
water utilities training division, A&M, 
who will instruct this week's two classes 
Monday and again Friday from 1 to 5 
p.m. at the National Guard Armory. 


Mrs. Sue Youngblood, mayor-elect, 


welcomed the 33 frpm 15 towns around 
Corsicana adding her commendations to 
those from Rep. Hawkins, Wall and 
Slaughter of the enrollees in the training 
school. 


"You already have shown yourselves 


willing to better yourselves by being 
here and I join Rep. Hawkins in adding 
my best wishes to you in this training," 
Mrs. Youngblood said. 


"A very important program is being 


inaugurated here today," Rep. Hawkins 
said, "to help train personnel to deal 
with the ever growing problem of 
pollution. Pollution has been with us for 
many years, as is attested by ruined 
streams and rivers. It can be said, 
however, that at long last the problem is 
being recognized as never before, and 
that a real effort is being made to do 
something about the problem." 


Rep. Hawkins pointed out that the 


effectiveness and economy with which 
waste treatment plants are designed, 
constructed and operated are dependent 
upon the availability of qualified per- 
sonnel to the public, and private 
organizations responsible for these 
functions. 


The Groesbeck legislator stressed that 


to be effective in pollution control Texas 
must have not only sufficient numbers, 
but the right types of trained personnel 
to perform .the "varied technical arid 
administrative functions involved in the 
formulation and implementation of 
water quality management." 


Formulation and evaluation of these 


systems is hampered, Rep. Hawkins 
stated "by a lack of information" con- 
cerning what the real requirements are, 
.and by a lack of a supply of "water 
pollution control manpower". 


"This problem will become in- 


creasingly more important and complex 
in the future because of accelerating 
demands and technological change in 
the design of pollution control facilities 
and in the means employed for water 
quality management in the state," he 
added. 


The Texas Water Quality Manpower 


Training Program proposes, Rep. 
Hawkins told the first class meeting, to 
"develop and implement a manpower 
training capability of water quality 
control personnel for Texas." This 
program, he revealed is funded through 
a Federal Water Quality Administration 
Public Service Careers Grant. 


• Not only will this school upgrade 
present operators of water treatment 
and waste water (disposal) plant 
operators, it will enable new trainees to 
qualify for their "class C operator's 
certificate". 


"It is my understanding that 20 


municipalities in this area are at present 
uncertified in their waste water treat- 
ment operations. This school is con- 
veniently located and will give these 
municipalities an opportunity to have 
certified personnel for this important 
function," Rep. Hawkins said. He added 
that it will include courses in laboratory 
analysis that will equip the effluent 
analysis required by the Water Quality 
Board's "self-reporting system" and 
said this will be a money-saver to cities 
in that they won't hereafter have to send 
off samples for analysis. 


Rep. Hawkins called attention to 


something of vital importance to Texans 
in the upcoming May 1 constitutional 
election. 
. 


"If Proposition No. 4 passes, it will 


authorize the State of Texas to issue $100 
million in bonds to provide financial 
assistance to municipalities and other 
public agencies for water quality 
enhancement purposes," he revealed. 


Rep. Hawkins added "the importance 


of State participation is that it gives 
badly needed credit to hard pressed 
municipalities, but even more important 
is the fact that with State participation, 
it will make municipalities qualifying 
for the program eligible for 55 per cent 
federal grants instead of 30 per cent 
grants now available." 


The bond program will be handled 


through the Water Quality Board. 


"As State Representative, if I can be 


'*• of any assistance to any town or city in 


this area in setting up this program, 
please call on me," he concluded. 


Wall told the Daily Sun that A&M will

supply the instructional materials used 
in the TWQB conducted course, and will 
administer a test and grade those 
enrolled. 


Instructors from A&M will conduct the 


first two weeks and the final week's 
class periods, and in the intervening 
weeks will "bring in experts in the field 
from other municipalities" as in- 
structors, Wall said. These will be 
municipal water treatment or disposal 
plant operators teaching what they know 
from day-to-day experience to par- • 
ticipants of the school. 


The first five weeks will feature Wall, 


this week; Leon Holbert, chief, of water 
utilities training, A&M, the second 
week; Dave Stevens, City of Richardson, 
third week; Fred Jacobs, City of 
Mesquite, fourth week, and Walter Holt, 
City of Richardson, fifth week. A 
schedule and topic of classes will be 
released later this week by A&M. 


Willard Davis, Corsicana's water and 


disposal plant superintendent, worked in 
cooperation with the Water Quality 
Board and A&M in setting up the school 
and getting area towns notified of their 
invitation to participate. 


"We of the Water Quality Board are 


thankful to have the opportunity to offer 
this manpower training," Slaughter 
said, "but without people such as you 
(school participants) we don't get very 
far. We also are real proud that a city the 
size of Corsicana has got in and done 
yeoman work in helping in setting up this 
program. We hope will have more 
training programs—it is an ongoing 
program—and we expect to be back in a 
year teaching more, sophisticated 
courses."

"At school, and 
around home,' if they didn't have a 
program, I had to entertain. I always 
had this ambition to be a singer..." , 


Her first big chance came when she 


got a berth on the "Big D. Jamboree", 
where she became a regular in October 
of 1954. 


"Actually, it was my husband's idea 


for me to audition," she says, and she 
admits that she was "a bit nervous, as I 
remember", but she was successful in

her first try before Dallas radio regular 
John Harper. The song that got her on 
the "Jamboree" and launched her 
subsequent vocal career was "Let Me 
Go, Lover". 


In 1955 she landed a recording contract 


with Coral Records and pressed "Honky 
Tonk Husband" with "Wasted Life" on 
the flip side—a record that was under- 
standably big' on the Corsicana charts. 
"I checked out every juke box in town, 
and it was on all of them," she grins. 


Early in her performing career she 


worked with a young man with a liberal 
shock of hair and a way with a wiggle. 


Elvis Presley wasn't much of a name 


when she worked with him in a one-night 
show at some forgotten high school in 
West Texas, "But anybody could see he 
was marked for stardom," she recalls. 
"It just had to be. Even back then, they 
had to have two policemen to help him 
backstage, and he barely made it at 
that." 


A couple of years later she worked 


with Johnny Cash. 


"I introduced myself and told him I 


thought he had a great future in the 
business," she says. "He had just put out 
his first big recording, 'Hey, Porter'. It 
looks like I was right (about Cash's 
career), but it just took him longer to hit 
it big than I expected." 


Later she went on tour with Tex Ritter 


and Sonny James, and her 'last 
"professional" show was with Johnny 
Horton at the Old Settlers Roundup in 
Stamford, Tex., in 1960. 


Since then, she has been raising her 


"family", daughter Dolores, now Mrs. 
Hollingsworth, also of Corsicana, and 
composing songs. 


Currently in circulation is her original 


entitled "I Need You All the Time," as 
sung by Skeeter Davis on the RCA Victor 
label and rated "Bull's Eye" (sure hit) 
by Billboard Magazine, the show 
business magazine. 


Ernie Chaffin has recorded another 


one of her songs on the Sun label. 


Why is she hitting the footlight trail 


again? 


"Well, when I did. that show with 
Johnny Horton in 1960 at Stamford," she 
says, "he and his manager, Tillman 
Franks, tried to get me to join the 
"Louisiana Hayride", and I turned them 
down, and I've always been sorry I did. 
And she says with her quick smile, "I 
guess, really, what made me decide to 
get back to performing was the girls at 
the beauty shop. I used to.take my guitar 
and go and sing for them now and then, 
and they just talked me into going 
back."

Detailed for Kiwanians 


35 Implements, Srrd. F>rcli 


Facts and figures concerning 


the Social Security program were 
detailed for members of the 
Corsicana Kiwanis Club Monday 
by Mrs. Helen Rigdon, manager 
of the local office of the Social 
Security Administration, at the 
service organization's luncheon 
meeting held In Martin Hall of 
First United Methodist Church. 


Mrs. Rigdon, introduced by 


Wilson Griffin, who arranged for 
the program, presented basic 
information about social security 
and its benefits and then opened 
the meeting to questions. 


The speaker stated that 94% 


million citizens of the United 
States are now covered by Social 
Security and nine out of ten jobs 
are covered by the program. 


Mrs. Rigdon noted that 91 per 
cent of those past 65 are now 
eligible for Social Security 
benefits, and approximately 93 
per cent of those becoming 65 will 
be eligible this year. 


In Corsicana, Mrs. Rigdon 


said, 5,398 people are eligible to 
receive Social Security, and 
$434,000 is paid out monthly to 
local residents.

Describing 
the 
overall 


program as financially sound, the 
speaker observed that the fund is 
well able to support the recent ten 
per cent increase to individuals 
receiving 
Social 
Security 


payments. She added that in 
order for the program to continue 
to be financially sound and to 
provide protection for an in- 


creasing life span, the maximum 
annual payment, which has been 
restricted to the first $7,800 
earned will be extended to the 
first $9,000 in 1972. 


Mrs. Rigdon discussed 
the 


various insurance coverage of 
the Social Security program, 
including old age and survivors 
at age 62 for women and 65 for.

insurance, or Medicare.

The story went on. Against Waco High, 


which Corsicana won 33-17, Price canned 
18 points, followed by a 24 point show 
against Hillsboro in a winning effort, 45- 
10. 


On Feb. 16 of 1929, Price hit 21 as 


Corsicana posted a 60-12 victory over the 
State Home, followed by a 47-21 victory 
over Providence to win the County Title, 
in which Price meshed 29 points. 


One must remember in those days, 


scores like Corsicana was racking up, 
were almost unheard of, and the scoring 
of Price was sensational to say the least. 


On Saturday, February 23,1929, Coach 


0, P. Douglas took his charges to 
Waxahachie to face Burleson, seeking 
the District II title. 


Burleson had a good scout report on 


Price, for they defensed him to the tune 
of nine points. However, proving that 
great players are team players, Price 
crossed them up and fed teammate 
Glenn Wells who ripped the Elks with 23 
points, as the Tigers won with ease, 38- 
24. 


Then Corsicana took another step to 


state play with still .another playoff win, 
this time over Mosheim, 39-23, and Price 
was back with 23 points. 


That victory was to bring Corsicana its 


third straight district championship with 
Price leading the way. 


To qualify for the state finals, the 


Tigers faced an old foe, in fact the two 
schools involved were the same two 
which squared off this past February for 
district, Temple and Corsicana. And, the 
game was played in Waco. 


Like this 1971 game, Corsicana laid it 


on Temple in 1929. Price and Wells led 
the team to a 25-17 win, after the Tigers 
trailed at half, 13-10. But, finally the 
ability of Price and Corsicana wore the 
Wildcats down, earning Corsicana its 
trip to state. 


Price led the Tigers to an opening win 


at College Station over Perry ton, 55-24, 
with 24 points. But, then they met the end 
as Denton finally gained the measure of 
the unbeaten band of Tigers, 35-24. Price
